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Parliamentary Government Is 
First Clioice Of Liberated IVIan

' "Pai-liamentary democlacy is the fiist choice of all 
newly liberated peoples", said Dr. Arnold Toynbee last 
night, and only -when' it has manifestly failed is It 
discarded". " . 



Dr. Toynbee reached thU con- 
clusion in Ills analysis of "Parlia- 
mcntary Democracy on Trial" 
which concluded tlie 1901 series 
of Bealty Lectures. 

Even the Russians, Dr. Toyn- 
bee pointed out, experimented 
with democracy before falling 
under t o t a 1 i t a r i s m . but the 
democratic regime could iiardly 
have been .born under worse 
circumstaaccs. No regime in 1917 
could have restored order and 
carried on the war simultaneous- 
ly. Carrying on the war was Ke- 
rensky's fatal mistake. It doesn't 
prove that parliamentary demo- 
cracy was unsuitable lor the 
Russians. 

INDIA ' 

In India, on the other band, 
parliamentary democracy's suc- 
cess has been "impressive". From 
the time they first- encountered 
the West, said Dr. Toynbee, the 
Hindus were quick to appropriate 
the l«ey oienients of Western 
civilization. Con.sequ-ently they 
reached independence with the

Today. Dr Toynbee continued, 
we are faced with an ultim.ilum

he warned, this world state may 
have to be undeinocraUc. 

Dr Toynbee admitted that the 
idea of any political structure 
other than the national state is 
difficult for Westerners to ima- 
gine. But every Chinese of hU 
own generation was brought up

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New Universities 

The current riue.Ht for university status l)y at least 
four separate {groups in Quebec has precipitated niucli 
public controversy. This can greatly benefit thé cause 
of hi);iier education in the province — but only if 
public del>ute is centred around key is.sues clearly 
defined and widely understood. 

One nuisl begin by reaiizins: that erantinj; a uni- 
versity charter doei not of itself increase facilities for 
'higher leurninr. No new Jjuildings aie thereby erected, 
no new pi-ofessors are graBuatetl, no students are aiito- 
matically brought into the select circle of higher edu- 
cation. Even if all current applicants for university 
status are succe.isful in their quest, such basic, problen^s 
aa tiie following will nut thereby l)e solved: professors 
are ridiculously undei'paid — a disproportionate num- 
ber of students cohie from higher economic echebns of 
society ; facilities in extant uiiiveraities are far too over- 
crôwded. We must not allow the struggle for new' 
univeriiity chartèi's' tb overshadow all these pressing 
problems, which l eiiuire indépendent and .more or less 
immediate attention. 

It is equally important to diatingui.ili between the 
arguments against e.stabli.shment far « new French- 
Catholic university in Montreal, and .the arguments 
against elevation of Engliaih-Catholic Loyola to univer- . 
sity statur. Loyola already performs many university 
functions. It caimot be opposed on grounds that apply 
to French-speaking chjii ter-aeeker.s : Krench-.speaking 
faculty and student resources are already stietched 

firetty thin ; it may be l)ettar to set up a new French- 
anguage university in Three Rivers or Chicoutimi (a.i 
requested) than here in Montreal, where a fine uni- 
versity already exists^; and, finally, it may i>e time to 
establi.ih Quel>ec!s first lay- univeJsity of the French 
language, ratli'er than another Je.iuit one. 

We hope Lo.vola doesn't suffer by confusion with

Canada's Import Problem 



III my view Canada's im- 
port proiilem can bé stated 
very simply, namely, that 
we are importing too. much 
in relation to oiir voliime of 
export.s.' 

In addition to expoit.s and 
impoil.s of goods, our inter- 
national balance of payment;S 
is affected by a number of 
other categoi'ies of pay- 
ments and remittances of 
major importance. These In- 
clude, foi- example, tourist 
expendiliirea and personal 
remittances of various kinds, 
payments for research and 
technological services and 
varioijs bu.sine.s.s .services 
which Canadians, buy from 
abroad instead of buying at 
home, and payments of inte- 
rest and dividends on foreign 
investments in Canada . . . 

Accordingly, a mere com- 
parison of our exports of 
good.s with our impoi+s of 
good.s does not give a mean 
ingful indication of ^ our ba- 
lance of payments problem. 
In effect, one must deduct 
from the value of our exports 
the Urge net adverse balance 
of our cui rent payment» on 
non -. merchandise, account, 
many of which, are fixèd.and 
unavoidable a[ud which in 
any case are growing, and 
con'ipare the re.5ulting small- 
er-sum, the net proceeds of 
our exports, with the value 
of our imports. When thi.s i.s 
(lone it is clear that a.s a naT 
tion we haVe been importing 
goods and .services beyond 
our means on a large - .scale 
for ne.Trly a decade. It is ob- 
vioii.s that if we are ever to 
(ret our international posi- 
tion into balance and stop 
the growth in our foreign 
debt we must achieve either 
a much jorrc-iter. increase in 
our exports than m our im. 
norts, or altecnatively a 
(lecien.ie in our imports to 
the- extent that, export* can- 
not l>e iiiu-eased aufficently. 

INVESTMENT LEVEL 
BXCEEDS.SAVING 

Theie is another way of 
looking at the problem -which 
may help to get it into better 
fticus and' assist in develop- 
ing ideas about ways and 
ineans of .solving it. Stated in 
thi.s way, the problem is that 
we have l)een trying to achie- 
ve a- level of new investment 
in physical facilities of all 
kindi. which is much greater 
than the ilow of new saving 
by Canadian individuals, bu- 
siness and governinents. The 
■effort to make this excess of 
investment b v e r domestic 
saving, to realize it In phy- 
sical term.s, has induced the 
large excess of imports .over 
exi)orts that I have referrtid 
ta.. . V ■ 

It may seem surprising 
that, despite our substantial- 
ly smaller per capita income, 
the Canadian eccmomy as a 
whole lia.i year by year been 
.■laving an appreciably highei' 
pidporti(3!n of gi"osa national 
product than the United 
States economy. On the aycr- 
agd over, tlie past five years, 
the percentage has l>een over 
22% in Canada as compared 
with less than -19J{).in the 
United 5Mes, . T« Java a 
larger piirt ofa/smallei*. in> 
pom*' involveji niuch'^rEeifttet 
ctîati ikné. straifii.as..KBy .in-. 
Wtldûal.wïB'tësWfr.. ^ 



On the other hand, out of 
thi.s smaller proportionate 
saving the United States has 
been providing capital on a 
considei-able .scale to the rest 
of the world whereas Cana- 
da, in addition to .its own 
larger proportionate .saving, 
li;is been iliawing in capital 
from the rest of the world. 
In Canada phy.sical invest- 
ment in new productive faci- 
lities and for .such forms of 
.social capital as hou.^ing, ho.s- 
pital.s, .schools, roads and 
other forma of government 
capital outlay — ha.s been 
equal to approximately 2G7c 
of our Gross National Pi*o- 
duct over the last five years, 
as compared with 18';î' in the 
United Slates.

more than in the case of the 
United States, except to a 
very small degree.

It i.s evident 
that the higher rate of capi-

It would ai)i>ear that we 
have not achieved the best 
results ill the way of ovetw 
all, steady, balancejl growth. 
The persistent sefMilar ijse 
of unempl'ojm^ent for some 
years -f. the ti^end wliich is 
appâtant after allowÂnce is 
made for seasonal and for 
cyclical variations — i alpo 
indicates that the develop- 
ment of the Canadian eco- 
nomy for some time has 
been unbalanced and in^part 
has'takeniilaceih the wrong 
direction. Tli* paradox of a 
high level of . unemployment 
existing' at tha same time as 
a large excess of imports 
over exports is not a casual 
or fleeting phenomenon but 
appears to be thé product of 
.■itVuctuial faults which have 
been building up for. some 
years. 

The very large Jrap bet- 
ween the high level of Cana-r 
dian saving and the still 
higher level of investment 
(nliether fruitful or other- 
wise) in Canada has invol- 
ved a huge growth of our 
foreign liabilities, both those 
which take the form of fixed 
money obligations which ha- 
ve to be repaid and those 
which take the .foi-m of in- 
creasing foreigii: ownership 
of Ca;iadian resourcès and 
Omsdian enterprises. 

Part of the foreijgn invest- 
m^t in Canadianrt'esource.s 
and enterpi-ises has indeed 
been the cause rather than 
the consequence of our rapid 
and iineven expansion of fa- 
cilities and our balance of 
payments defjctt. The inf l^vf 
Oif .iot^gh m^ney botli-ifor 
theve]^oit«ti(^ of (^plian 
resoHKee «nd tk» take-over 



of Canadian enterprises, and 
as a lesult of : burrowing 
abroad by Canadian pi'bvln- 
ces, municipalities and cor- 
poratioiKs, have had the ef- 
fect; under our .sy.slem of a 
freely fluctuating e.xcliaiige 
rate, of keeping the Cana- 
dian dollar ut such a high 
level in -recent yeni-s as lo 
hamper exports and encou- 
rage impoi t.s, while our fo- 
reign debt went 01^ iiici'e^- 
.sign. 

GNI' GROWTH 
IKllELKVANT 

In Canada our capacity 
to service our abnormally 
large foreign debt has not 
grown commensurately 
with the increase in our fo- 
reign debt. Only a serious 
and per.sistent nationMl ef- 
fort directed to that end 
will make this po.ssible. 
Comparisons of the growth 
in our foreign debt with the 
growth in our Gross Nation 
nal Product are not relev- 
ant for thiti purpo.se. A rise 
in Gro.SH National Product 
doea not of itself increase a 
nation's capacity to service 
or repay its foreign obliga- 
tions. This will only be in- 
creased to the extent that 
the rise in the Gross Natîo- 
nal Product takes the form 
of goods and services which 
succeed in finding an in- 
creased market abroad, or 
takes the form of govds ati'd 
servlfc'eit which succeed nn 
displacing in the domestic 
maiHcét goods aiid service» 
previously imported. 

What we have had |n 
Canada over the past de- 
cade ha.1 been a some.what 
disorderly attempt te do 
loo much too soon • in sev- 
.eral important areas. This 
led to thé develepment of 
over-capacity .in some lines 
of; industry, to a certain 
amount of waste of - resour- 
ces, and- -to the' stifling of 
growth and development in. 
othér lines" of .industry 
which could not keep up 
with those which had easi- 
est access to large sources 
of foreign capital or could 
not afford the risihsr levels 
of industrial costs ! -which 
were consequent on -.over- 
rapid expansion in some in- 
dustries, mainly foreign- 
owned, and the construction 
booni to which they gavi* 
rise. Jn addition, the hectic 
atmosphere of forced 
growth, the excitement at- 
tend.tnt upon huge develop- 
ments financed from abroad 
by giant international cor- 
porations, and the general 
appearance of easy . profits 
for ancillary Canadian ac- 
tivities^ profits financed in 
effect by foi-eign borrow- 
ing, have had many undesir- 
able side effects, particular- 
ly of a p.sychoIogica1 char- 
jicter. I venture the propos- 
ition that it is not healthy 
and will not be fruitful or 
successful for .a country 
such'' as .Canada to- pursue 
any other course than to 
stand on it.i own feet, fi- 
nance its own development 
out of. its. own .savinça, and 
refrain from t r -y in r. to • 
achieve a rate- !»f economic 
growth zvt%\,\j Jo. excess, ef
